DIFFERENCES IN PUBLIC HEARINGS 
In the past few weeks we have noted a dif- 
ference in two separate public hearings. The 
difference is at least worthy of note. 

The Board of Selectmen held a public hearing 
on whether or not to accept Pineridge Road un- 
der Betterments. Half a dozen or so of the re- 
sidents were present.’ Many were not. 

The Selectmen insisted on counting those who 
were absent as being in favor of the proposal, 
forcing those who wanted to oppose to speak up. 

The Planning Board on the other hand just 
ask people if they wish to register their 
choice. There is no compulsion. 

At a recent hearing we counted over 20 per- 
sons who seemed to be opposed. 10 of these re- 
gistered their opposal. Those who were absent 
or who did not speak up were not considered. 

We don't know which is the better method, 
but there certainly is a difference between the 
two.

We were amused Tuesday morning to note that 
the Massachusetts Outdoor Advertising Council 
bought space on the front page of Boston daily 
Papers to tell "the truth abowt House Bill 
1648". 

The first thought, of course, was that if 
their outdoor signs are so powerful why didn't 
they give their message to the public via their 
own media instead of using newspapers? 

But, aside from that there were misleading 
statements, in that they allege that the spon- 
sors of House Bill are "encouraged by certain 
of our competitors". 

Of course newspapers are meant by that 
statement. If a newspaper editor is fighting 
for unlittered highways he is, perforce, guilty 
of encouraging these "certain groups". He is 
not doing his duty to his fellow people, or so 
the Outdoor Advertising Council would have the 
people believe. 

The current fight about House Bill 1648 is 
one in which decent people seek to retain our 
scenic highways, and further to ensure that our 
Commonwealth receives its full share of reven- 
ues under the National Defense Highway program. 

States that restrict signs to a distance of 
‘560 feet in rural and residential areas are 
allowed 4 of 1% more from the Federal govern- 
ment, in payment for the construction of these 
highways. 

The Massachusetts Outdoor Advertising Coun- 
cil is not interested in having Massachusetts 
recetive this money. 

And they go a little further, and seem to 
allege that they are being deprived of their 
rights.

The Board of Selectmen, after 
a 10 minute executive session 
late Monday night unanimously 
re-affirmed their decision to 
withhold their approval of a 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
request for additional funds 
for the Planning Stage of the 
Urban Renewal project. 

The decision was made after a 
two hour session in the base- 
ment of the Town Hall during 
which every Selectman except 
Mrs. Drew, and every member of 
the WHA except Chairman Ernest 
Rice spoke, and other persons 
as. well. 

Highlight of the evening was 
an exchange between veteran 
Selectman Charles H. Black and 
William Agreeable Smith, old- 
est member of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority in point of 
service. 

Field Director 

Robert Groberg, Field Direct- 
or fot Urban Renewal, from the 
Housing & Home Finance Agency 
in New York, was the principal 
speaker. ye was accompanied by 
Herbert Berman, an attorney 


ing to get the sense of the 
meeting. He talked at length 
on rudiments of the urban Re- 
newal program, until finally 
interrupted by Bill Beers, 
chairman of the Planning Board 
Mr. Beers wanted to get down 
to the present day events, a 
statement that found others in 
accord. 

Originally, Froberg said, 
$49,000 was advanced to wil- 
mington, and later another sum 
that made the total $62, 000. 
The $49,000 was, at one time, 
believed to be sufficient, he 
told his audience, 

His office had aivised the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
to make out the Amendatory Ap- 
plication for an additional 
$16,200, the application which 
the Selectmen had refused to 
approve, a week ago last Fri- 
day. 

The process was a normal one, 
he assured the Selectmen, and 
occurs frequently.

A lady had told him that blue 
crystals were to be found in 
the rock which is being , last- 
ed for the new highway, and he 
sayshayed down for a look, - 
being that kind of a person.

AT PLANNING BOARD BEARING 
John Elia should have been 
elected President of the East 
Wilmington Improvement Associ- 
ation. The association dis- 
banded several years ago, but 
John is the boy who can bring 
the people of East Wilmington 
to meetings. 

A good example was last Thurs 
day evening, at the Tow Hall, 
when the Planning Board held a 
public hearing on a proposal 
by John to have a business 
district north of West Street, 
across the street from his fa- 
ther’ s store. 

Over 20 residents of the area 
were at the hearing. It was 
the best attendance in a long 
time, for a meeting of the E. 


Wil. Improvement Assoc. 

John explained that he plan- 
ned a $200,000 development, in 
Old Colonial architecture, for 


the five acre tract. He had 
interviewed all the abuttors, 
with none objecting, he told 
the Planning Board. 

He believed that the area was 
‘a natural’ for business, 
being only a short distance 
from Interstate Route 93, and 
that it would be a substantial 
improvement to the neighbor- 
hood, as weil as a revenue 


roducing item, in taxes for 
Witnin, Eon. . 
He pointed to the new stores 


which he has built in North 
Wilmington, and cited the fact 
that the people in that part 
of the town were happy that 
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the stores were there, and 
that none of the property had 
had a devaluation as a result. 
The neighbors were not im- 
pressed. There were about 20 
of them present, and some of 
them let it be known that they 
did not want a commercial in- 
vestment in their neighborhood 
One of the arguments prssent- 
edwas that ‘the poor devil 
at Woburn and Lowell Streets’ 
wasn’t allowed to have a 
change in his business, an ar 
gument that was at least part- 
ly refuted by the Planning 
Board, who explained that Elia 
had had his business zoning as 
@ part of the original re-zon- 
ing of Wilmington in 1955, 
where the other store had come 
in for a change later. Plan- 
ning Board members regarded 
Elie’s proposal as ‘an enlarge 
ment of a present zone’, which 
remark did not sit well with 
John’s neighbors. 

At the end of the hearing 
10 of the neighbors signed as 
being ‘against’. Only John and 
his brother Mike could sign as 
being ‘pro’ the proposal. 
Other hearings the same night 
were not so eventful, although 
there was just as many people 
present to oppose the changing 
of zoning of a tract of land 
on Woburn Street, near the 
present industrial zone. 

All the neighbors who were 
present were against the 
change. They cited, several 
times, the fact that the 
school buses stopped at the 
corner of Eames and Wobum Sts 
and that there was enough 
hazard now for the children.

made by the Selectmen, 
sought to rectify an error in 
the original zoning, back in 
1955. 

The land is owned by some 
brothers, the Lyons Brothers, 
of Medford. They had had the 


area approved for real estate 
back in 1951, and then forgot 
to register the land with the 
Registry of Deeds. When the 
rezoning was voted, in 1955, 
the industrial zone was made 
to divide their land, so that 
it can not be used for either 
residential or industrial pur- 
poses. It is this inequity 
that the Selectmen sought to 
rectify. 

But the Lyons Brothers were 
not present, a fact that the 
neighbors did not forget to 
note to the Planning Board. 

A third hearing involved the 
proposed changes in the Zoning 
By Law so that cleaning es- 
tablishments can be conducted 
in a Neighborhood Business 
Zone. 

Atty Roland Wood represented 
the owner, and explained that 
he was seeking a clarification, 
of the law. 

The members of the Planning 
Board were agreeable, provid- 
ing that Wood so presented his 
motion, at the Town Meeting, 
so as to include a phrase re- 
stricting the operation to the 
first story only, and to non- 
inflamable fluids, 

No one appeared in favor or 
against the proposal to rezone 
the De Moulas property to a 
Neighborhood Business, pro- 
posed by the Planning Board,

Dear Larz 

In spite of the misstatement 
of facts by the Board of Sel- 
ectmen there is a considerable 
need for urban renewal in the 
Town of Wilmington. I would 
like to set forth a few points 
of information. 

1, Urban Renewal is a Federal 
program designed to permit com 
munities to undertake improve- 
ment projects using Federal 
funds for slum clearance, con- 
servation, rehabilitation or 
combinations of these. In our 
instance at Wilmington Center 
the Federal government has ap- 
proved the eligibility of the 
area on the basis that it is a 
slum clearance and redevelop- 
ment project. Therefore there 
should be no comments by the 
Board of Selectmen that the 
Wilmington Center area is an 
area requiring immediate at- 
tention. 

Basically the Urban Renewal 
problem in Wilmington is no 
different than in many other 
communities that are faced 
with spiraling municipal costs

completed the work, but the 
bills were submitted to the 
Town of Wilmington for payment 
by Selectmen’s Warrant. There 
is no record other than the 
Town Accountant’s, and to date 
the WHA has not been informed 
of what the balance is on the 
$1,900 appropriated by the 
Town of Wilmington.

In recent weeks certain 
statements have been made 
about our schools in the press 
and elsewhere. These comments 
have been disturbing to the

citizens and to the members of 
the School Committee who are 
dedicated to the cause of 
better schools. 

The first statement refers to 
the College successes of our 
graduates, and a check on re~ 
cent questionaires reveals 
84% of our graduates are suc- 
ceeding in their college pro- 
grams. The guidance director 
of the High School sent out 
queries to the graduates of 
Wilmington High School in the 
years 1954-58 and received re- 
sponses from 54%. The results 
are listed below: 

1. Students in 4 Year College. 
42 graduated or still in col- 
lege; 5 change of interests; 
3 dropped out (finances); 3 
dropped out (marks); 1 dropped 
out (marriage). 

2. 2- 3 Year Schools - Nurs- 
ing, etc. 

13 graduated or still in 
school; 3 change of interest; 
1 dropped out (illness). 

The guidance director reports 
that recent returns and per- 
sonal checking show the same 
ratio as in formal returns. 
This record appears all the 
more significant in years when 
Colleges are establishing more 
rigid standards, and yet bet- 
ter than 80% of our graduates 
are succeeding. 

The other matter of concern 
is the statement that the 
School Committee spends much 
time on matters of relative 
unimportance. The community 
and the teachers are award 
that the School Committee met 
with all the teachers by de- 
partments and grades over a 
period of fourteen months to 
discuss matters of curriculum 
and the general program, The 
Committee felt that this was a 
most profitable program, and 
one that helped our schools 
greatly. Although some items 
of School Committee business 
may appear routine, we have 
the responsibility to act for- 
mally on matters of personnel, 
teachers and pupils, purchases 
budget and general policy. 

We feel that the schools of 
Wilmington are well staffed 
and that our graduates are 
being prepared for a competi- 
tive world. Some of us re- 
member short budgets, low sal- 
aries and insufficient text- 
books and supplies, but we 
worked hard to remedy these 
conditions, and we shall] con- 
tinue in the cause for better 
schools. It is our belief that 


this can best be*effected by 
cooperative effort and con- 
structive criticism and by no 
other means.

Kidder: The phrase on the pa- 
per we were asked to sign had 
the words ‘ Slum and Decayed 
Area’, and one member of our 
Board of Selectmen refused to 
sign it. The original members 
of the Board of Selectmen, 
when Urban Renewal was first 
thought of - I was not then a 
member, were concerned with 
many of the problems in the 
Square - the traffic pattern, 
the bridge, etc. One by one we 
have seen these things elimi- 
nated from the Urban Renewal 
plans --" 

Smith: Has the need for Urban 
Renewal disappeared? Is it not 
needed as much as it was three 
years ago? 

Kidder; Possibly, but there 
might have been a better 
chance to make it pay off 
three years ago. 

(It was at this time that 
Wood put the same questions 
to Black, reported before).

BLACK’ S STATEMENT ON 
RENEWAL 


URBAN 

\. Urban Renewal is needed in 
Wilmington, Wilmington Square 
is an unprepossing, business 
place and a forward looking 
town like Wilmington has a 
distinct need for Urban Renew- 
al 


2. Urban Renewal was insti- 
tued at the behest of the 
Board of Selectmen four years 
ago. Our idea was to have a 
group of responsible business 
men in charge, people who un- 
derstand business and who were 
willing to act when given au- 
thority. 

3. Instead the Wilmington 
Housing Authority by virtue of 
the statutes took charge, and 
since then we have had nothing 
but procrastination. 

4. Instead of being an asset 
Urban Renewal has turned into 
a liability. Businessmen who 
have desired to improve their 
property have, with proper 
circumspection, hesitated to 
do so. 

5. $62,000 was believed to be 
an ample sum for the prelimi- 
nary stages on Urban Renewal. 
Now, four years later, we are 
being asked to approve of a 
request for an additional 
$16, 200. 

I for one will not approve 
until I know what has become 
of the $62,000. I feel that 
the least that this board 
shpuld have is a complete au- 
ditor’s report on Urban Renew- 
al in Wilmington. 

6. It is my belief that the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
no longer enjoys the confi- 
dence of the people of Wil- 
mington, a stacement that I 
regret I have to make. 

7. Because of this I believe 
further that Article 29 will 
be defeated in the March 12th 
Town Meeting. This I regard as 
a potentially tragic event. 

The article, I may point out, 
was put in the warrant by the 
Selectmen in the belief that 
it was desired by the Housing 
Authority, and further on ad- 
vice by the Town Counsel. 

Because of my belief as to 
the outcome of the vote I hope 
that the article will be ta- 
bled in the annual Tow Meet- 
ing, and voted on at a future 
date when the problem can be 
seen more clearly and feelings 
are not running as high as 
present. 

8. As to the future of Urban 
Renewal; after there has been 
more clarification I am per- 
fectly willing to consider 
further study and, if circum- 
stances warrant I am perfectly 
willing to vote for Urban Re- 
newal. 

However, I reserve my opinion 
on who should conduct Urban 
Renewal in Wilmington until 
such time as we have a clear 
picture of the subject.
